YOKOHAMA. 

The present mail brings no later dates from Japan. The 
Japan Herald of the 18th January has the following romarks 
on the political situation :—  . 

The most important item of this budget of news is the re- 
tirement of Stotsbashi to his castle at Osaka, where he arrived 
on the 7th instant, with his ministerial officials, adherents and 
forces. Satsuma was in power at Kioto at the head of his 
faction, and had assumed charge of the young Mikado, placing 
his troops on guard at the gates of the palace. 

At Hiogo and Osaka everything was perfectly quiet, and 
nothing was perceptible to the casual observer indicative of the 
important events which have taken place, and are yet on the 
tapis at the neighbouring city of Kioto, with the exception of 
& more numerous assemblage of armed men at Osaka, who are, 
however, principally troops belonging to Stotsbashi, or fol- 
lowers of his friends, some of whom are to be seen in the 
ancient and fantastic Japanese war dress, which they wore 
when recently guarding the gates of the Mikado’s palace. 

A correspondent, who saw the entry of Stotsbashi into his 
castle on the 7th, writes, that his countenance and those of. his 
followers bore signs of the deepest depression, but the late 
Shiogoon, who has hitherto shown the abilities and energy of an 
able statesman, will doubtless not entirely sink into obscurity 
and insignificance under the adverse events which have tem- 
porarily borne him down. 

It is yet to be seen whether the present victory of Satsuma 
and his adherents will either hinder or prevent the assembly 
of Daimios, which was to have taken place to consider the 
government of the country, and the policy to be adopted 
towards foreigners; and further, whether his position and 
supremacy are to be viewed as representing the united voice 
and will of the nobility and power of ‘the country, or as the 
successes of the leader of a faction, combined but for the pre- 
sent gaining of a point, and whose intercsts once clashing may 
need but little incentive to cause dissension and violence amongst 
themselves. 





CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 

We have no later advices from this port, but gather a few 
items of news that did not reach us by the French mail. 

The following is translated from a native newspaper printed 
and published at Shanghai :—“ The particulars respecting the 
appointments of Chi Kang and Tsun Kia Ku as Chinese Am- 
bassadors we have not yet been able to learn, but a friend from 
the capital has supplied the following decrees :—‘ The 26th day 
of the 10th moon (l’ung Che, Gth year). We have received 
the memorial presented by the Office of Foreign Affairs praying 
that the (U. S.) Envoy Burlinghame, who in the transaction 
of business had shown himself genial, just, aud thoroughly ac- 
quainted with foreign and Chinese matters, should be ap- 


es 


pointed to visit Foreign Treaty Powers in the vapacity of En- 
voy, aud upon due consideration, We approvo of and give our 
Imperial assent to the prayer of the memorial. Respect this.’ 

“ And on the 1st of the 11th moon.— We have received the 
memorial of the Tsung-li-Yamen praying that officials might be 
appointed to visit Foreign Treaty Powers as Envoys from China, 
and we accordingly, assenting, appoint Chi Kang, holding the 
rank of Taotai and decorated with the peacock’s feathcr, and 
Tsun Kia Ku, Prefect and Lang Chung of the Board of Rites, to 
procecd to foreign countries in the capacity above indicated. 
This being the first occasion on which such envoys have been 
deputed, it is expedient that some reward should be given to 
the officials thus deputed. Both Chi Kang and Tsun Kia Ku 
are now elevated to the dignity of second class Button, and are 
to visit Forcign Treaty Powers as envoys from China. Respect 
this.’ A supplementary memorial has been presented by the 
Tsung-li-Yamen requesting that Cho-Pch-Hau (Brown) may be 
appointed first assistant, and Ye-Shan (de Champs) second, &c.” 
The mission was to leave for San Francisco by the P. M. 8. S. 
China, on the 25th February. 

Several daring acts of piracy have been perpetrated off the 
Saddle Islands, near Shanghai ; two cascs are recorded at length 
in the local papers ; there appears to be no available foreign 
naval force to suppress the pirates. 

The appeal caso in the matter of Mackellar and Co.'s bank- 
ruptcy, Which should have been heard atthe Supreme Court 
on the 15th January, was put off by mutual consent to the 25th 
January. 

The rebels have committed great atrocities in Shantung, and 
the country poople have destroyed a large number of them ; 
30,000 are estimated to have perished in this way and by cold 
aud hunger. They have again appeared in force, however, 
opposite Chin Keang. 

Another outrage has taken place at Kiukiang, a British subject 
having been seized by the Chinese authorities, who entered his 
house, bound, and carried him off. He was released upon the 
demand of the Consul, but no other satisfaction has as yet been 
obtained. 

The Hankow Times says:— The general commanding the 
Yang-chiang-tei, or Franco-Chinese Contingent, has duly 
warned the inhabitants on this side of the river to take severe 
measures against any of his troops found creating disturbances, 
or imposing upon (the people of Hangkow, who are to bind 
and bring over to him all such offenders. The latter operation 
may be conceived to be attended with some difficulty, judging 
from the stalwart appearance of somé of these ‘ irregulars.’ 
It is reported that Kwan-wen, the late Viceroy of Hoo-kwang, 
has been appointed to the same office in Pechili, the metropo- 
litan province. The late Governor-General of Pechili has 
been degraded, from the disordered and disaffected condition of 
this important province. The walls of the native town have 
been for some time covered with both customary and unusual 
proclamations from the Prefect, Colonial-Commandant, and the 
Tautai. Wandering folks and disbanded braves are warned 
away from Hankow. The Prefect forbids the carrying of silver 
at night, and advises that it should always be carried in the 
covered barrels properly used for this purpose.” 

Under the head of “ business at Shanghai,” the Recorder has 
the following :— 

On the ‘silver lining to every cloud” principle, in the midst of many 
disasters and misfortunes, some advantage has accrued to Shanghai from 
the recent course of commercial events. The hopes of spreading foreign 
trade by meuns of the newly-opened ports have proved in a great measure 
unfounded, the heavyfexpenditure necessary for keeping up such establish- 
ments being far more than the nature of the business could support. 
Gradually, therefore, more and more firms have been disposed to give up 
an unprofitable branch of their trading and to concentrate their energies 
more particularly to their original business at the larger ports. 

Shanghai in particular has gone through a noticeable change in this re- 
spect; the business becoming gradually more localised, and the port and 
inland trades being more and more conducted by the Chinese, who can 
work them more effectually and far more cheaply than can be done by 
foreigners. The quarter in which this change is most noticeable is in the 
northern trade, the number of native merchants engaged in which have 
increased to an enormous extent during the last six months or a year. 
Within the last fortnight we are informed that some 70,000 pieces of 
shirtings have been bought by Chinese merchants for transhipment to the 
northern and other coast ports, while the average consumption of that ar- 
ticle in Shanghai locally does not exceed something like 10,000 pieces 
during the same period. 

The advantages of means of foreign transport, and the absence of bar- 
rier taxation, are strikingly illustrated by the above-named fact. Around 
Shanghai there are a vast number of interior depots, at which probably as 
many shirtings could be disposed of as at the coast ports, and it is strange 


that scarcely any demand for the interior of the country seems to exist in 
Shanghai. 
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It would appear at first sight.a matter of some regret that the coast 
trade is gradually completely falling out of the hands of the foreigner into 
those of the native; but in reality we do not think this isthe case. To 
those who have unfortunately laid out funds in property and other busi- 
ness arrangements at the new ports, it is of course to be regretted that a 
change has taken place whereby they must become losers of money ; -~ 
this must not blind us to the fact that the ports with expensive est&b- 
lishments are not by any means so good a mode of disposing of out cargo 
as leaving it in the hands of the natives, and inducing them to také theif 
supplies from Shanghai and other large trading depots. ; 

‘Ad error of @ not unnatural description wad made with reference bs 
treaty ports before the working of the Chinesd fiscal system was filly 
known. It was thought that access to the interlor was all that was nbces— 
sary to enlarge the market for our manufactured goods, whereas the truth 
is that the amount of outlay required to keep up a branch establishment 
probably far exceeds the difference in price obtainable upon all cargo 
bought or sold. 

What is required to improve the foreign import trade is not the posses- 
sion of more ports but the diminution or total abolition of the barrier dues. 
Our policy, in fact, is not to spread ourselves (at least 20 long as we re- 
quire to live in expensive European style) to all the places where our 
goods can be bought; but if possible to obtain security that the native 
trader in our wares will not be unduly taxed. 

By degrees another advantage is being felt in Shanghai from the aboli- 
tion of many of the business agencies at the outports. The firms who have 
adopted this course are becoming better supplicd with means than they 
could possibly be under the old system, where their funds were dissipated 
in different directions. Capital is now becoming more concentrated, and 
will in all probability be invested more safely aud more profitably in busi= 
ness of a local nature. 


















































HONG KONG. 

The second ordinary meeting of the Hong Kong Fire In- 
surance Company was held on Jan. 25, at the office of Messrs. 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co., general agents. The Hon. W. Kes- 
wick occupied the chair. The chairman said that the shareholders 
had met for the purpose of adopting the report of the past 
year and approving of the accounts up to the 31st December 
last. Mr. Burrows congratulated the shareholders on the fact 
that they had escaped with so small an amount of loss from the 
late fire. The chairman observed that the total amount of the 
loss was $88,951.60 ; but they had reason to congratulate them- 
selves even then. Mr. Bosman proposed that the report be 
now adopted and the accounts passed ; which, being’ seconded 
by Mr. Deacon, was carried unanimously, Mr. Rowett then 
proposed, and Mr. Burrows seconded, that the committee for the 
year should be composed of the following members—Messrs. 
Duncanson, Heard, Kaye, Ryrie and Rangel, the two latter being 
re-clected ; which motion was unanimously carried. Mr. Bos- 
man remarked that as the company terminated on 11th May, 
1869, it would be desirable to take some steps with regard to 
the acceptance of risks expiring after that date, as although such 
was not the practice with Marine Insurance Companies, he con- 
sidered that it would be well for this company either to effect 
reinsurances of such risks or to provide that the new company 
to be formed at the expiration of the present one should take 
them over. The chairman stated that such a step might be 
taken even twelve months before 11th May, 1869 ; and it was 
avery important point for consideration. The former com- 
miitee had already aonsidered the matter, und in a few months’ 
time he was sure something would be done. [The Report and 
Balance-sheet will be found in full elsewhere.] 

Dates hence are to the Ist January—two days later. The 
memorial against the Military Contribution is to leave on the 
12th February. Two-thirds of the signatures (exclusive of 
Chinese) are foreign. 

The Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce some time since pro- 
posed to discontinue telegrams from Mr. Lane (London) and re- 
ceive them through Messrs. Gibson, Thomson and Co., of Galle, 
but learns that no improvement on Mr. Lane’s system can be 
guaranteed. The decision upon the lines to be used—GQalle, 
Kiachta, and San Francisco—still awaits discussion. 

Two cases were lately disposed of by Mr. May the sitting 
Magistrate, in which the Gambling Licence became a point of 
difficulty. The charge preferred against the prisoners in each 
case was that of gambling in a public unlicensed gambling- 
house ; but the charge fell through from the fact that no proof 
was forthcoming to satisfy his Worship that the houses were 
frequented by others than friends, Recently eight Chinese 
were charged with a similar offence by Inspector Daly, 
who found them in a house, No. 52, Square-street, Tai- 
pingshan. With two Europeans and eight Chinese the ins- 
pector surprised this gambling haunt at seven P.M.; and 
the fourth. prisoner he found seated on a stool, with a lan- 
tern, in the passage or entrance to the house, By this 
watchman the alarm was given, and a rush was immedia- 
tely made for the back doors, by means of which about 
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twenty escaped. Out of the numbor the eight prisoners 
were captured; and in tho gambling room were found dice, 
cash, counters and the usual paraphernalia requisite for the fan- 
tan. One of the lokongs stated that the house was used only 
as a gambling house, and that no one lived in it. His Worship 
said that there was no doubt but that the fourth prisoner was a 
watchman for that gambling house ; and for that offence he 
would fine him $200, and in default of payment to go to gaol 
for six months. It had been deemed necessary by the Govern- 
ment, in order to bring the vico of gambling under control, to 
license certain houses for that purpose. It appeared, howover, 
that the ‘prisoners were not satisfied with going to the devil 
in the recognised way, so they did so in an unlicensed manner. 
In addition to this, he learned that five or six of them were 
notorious thieves, and a fresh charge would be brought against 
them on that account. He would at present fine them $50, or 
in default imprison them for three months, His Worship then 
called upon Mr. Douglas, gaol superintendent, to identify the 
old offenders amongst the prisoners ; when six of them wero 
recognised. The magistrate, however, on second consideration, 
thought it would be better to defer the charge until they acrved 
their first sentence, to prevent any difficulty regarding the 
double sentence. Mr, Douglas said that such would be the 
most advisable course, the more especially as the prisoners 
were fit subjects for deportation. One of the prisoners had 
been twice in prison for attacking and knocking down people in 
the street, and had been flogged for that achievement. His 
Worship observed that Inspector Daly had done a great public 
service in bringing up such men before the Court. 

A commission has been appointed by the Portuguese Govern- 
meht to inquire into coolie trade and other abuses at Macao. 
Interesting revelations are expected. 

The loss of the Hong Kong Fire Insurance ‘Company by the 
late fire (Nov. 1867) amounted to $88,951.60. 

The salary of the Canton Chaplain is to be raised to £600 
per annum during the current year. 

Tenders have been invited for the completion of a sea wall at 
the western end of Victoria. 

The rebuilding of the cathedral organ is being rapidly pro- 
ceeded with, and the main portion of the fittings are already in 
place. It was anticipatcd that the instrument would be ready 
for use by the middle of February, when it was intended to 
open it with a full choral service. The additional stops now 
being fitted will add considerably to the power of the organ, 
which will be one of the finest this side of the Cape when com- 
pleted, 

His {Excellency Sir Richard Mac Donnell bas, with the ap- 
proval of the Major-General Commandiug, appointed Captain 
John T. Bolton Mayne, 73rd Regiment, to be aide-de-camp. 

In our last issue we reported the application of the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank to annul the bankruptcy of Messrs. 
Dent and Co. From the China Mail we take the following 
particulars of a similar application on the part of tho Agra 
Bank, 

(Before the Hon. the Corer Justice.)—January 31st, 1868. 
AGRA AND MASTERMAN’S BANK V. DEST AND COMPANY, BANKRUPTS— 
MOTION TO ANNUL BANKRUPTCY. 

The Attorney-General, instructed by Mr. Caldwell, appeared for the 
bank; and Mr. Whyte, instructed by Mr. Francis (Mr. Gaskell's clerk), 
appeared on behalf of the bankrupts. In this case the Agra Bank ap- 
peared as a judgment creditor upon a judgment obtained against the estate, 
in the same manner as in the former case of the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank against the same defendants. 

On reference being made to the documents in the hands of the official 
assignee, some discussion took place between the Chief Justice and the 
Attorney-General as to who was Registrar of the Court in Bankruptcy. 
The Attorney-General said that, under the Ordinance, the Registrar of the 
Supréme Court was the Registrar of the eaid Court in Bankruptey. This, 
however, the Chief Justice did not admit, but appeared to argue as if the 
Bankruptcy was a separate Court in itself. The Attorney-General argued 
somewhat warmly (but subsequently apologised for his warmth) that the 
Ordinance was clear on the point that the Registrar of the Bankruptcy 
Court was the Registrar of the Supreme Court, because the Bankruptcy 
Court was merely a branch of the Supreme Court. 

The Attorney-General referred to, and cited cases in support of, prin- 
ciples precisely similar to those quoted in the case of the long Kong Bank, 
In addition to what ho previously said, however, the learned counsel re- 
marked that the act and the intent of bankruptcy must be concurrent and 
coeval, and it would be absurd to argue the possibility of the act of one 
man being concurrent with the intent of another who was thousands of 
miles away. 

Mr. Whyte followed on behalf of the bankrupts, but said that he did 
not wish to recapitulate the arguments used on a previous occasion. As 
to the petition, he ought to have appeared for the official assignee; and 
as regards costs, this was a material point. He had no option now but to 

appear for the petitioning creditor. 

Chief Justice: Do you not appear for the official assignee? I all along 
understood that you appeared for the official assignee. 
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Mr. Whyte, after some conversation, stated that he had since been re- 
tained by Mr. Huffam for the official assignee. 

His Lordship remarked that the same alteration would require to be 
made in the previous case, so that the oficial assignees should be repre- 
sented in both cases. 

Mr. Whyte then proceeded to say that there was no such institution 
in existence as the Agra and Masterman’s Bank, but that the attorney 
concerned in the judgment now sought to be put in force had signed as 
attorney for that institution. In fact, it was a matter of notoriety. 

The Chief Justice remarked that he could not deal with matters of 
notoriety. He had not a common mind here, but a judicial mind; he had 
no common sense here, only judicial sense. 

Mr. Whyte further remarked that Mr. Caldwell, who signed the petition, 
had no authority to do so, and that therefore the petition was not duly at- 
tested and signed. The learned counsel alluded to a few other minor ob- 
jections, and concluded by expressing the unreasonableness of setting aside 
a solemn adjudication simply because all the partners were not on the 
spot. His learned friend based his case upon old cases which occurred 
before the law of bankruptcy was so qualified. Partners, he (Mr. Whyte) 
maintained, had power to act for each other in bankruptcy. Besides, all 
the other partners had ratified the acts of bankruptcy committed by their 
partner here, insomuch as they had come in and submitted to the Court. 
But, in addition to all this, he at least claimed that the adjudication in 
bankruptcy against John Dent was irrevocable; and this point he noted 
because of what he had seen of the papers. As to the transfer of the 
money to Macao, the learned counsel argued that the transfer was fraudu- 
lent and clearly a good act of bankruptcy; and he concluded by stating 
that the petitioners in this case only sought their own interests te the de- 
triment of the other creditors. 

The Attorney General replied. He said that, as to the non-existence of 
the Agra and Masterman’s Bank, he went on the judgment now in 
Court. In co-partnership, acts in bankruptcy were very different from 
acts of bankruptcy. 

The Chief Justice said that these were very difficult cases for him to de- 
termine, as they were between the banks and the creditors. It was not 
for the Court to aid the banks much, as against the other creditors; and 
he would consider the cases in a strictly legal manner. He had very grave 
questions to consider in the former case—as to the conduct of directors of 
the Hong Kong Bank, in that they lent money to directors, who were 
looked upon as bona fide directors who ruled that company, but who were in 
reality creditors instead of partners of that very company. These persons 
allowed Mr. Dent to appear to the world as the chairman of the bank 
and a large holder of shares, upon which people trusted him; but 
when the bankruptcy arrived, the bank at once hurried to get 
the execution for their debt before those who by their means had 
trusted him. His lordship remarked that be was sorry that he was driven 
by the Hong Kong Bank to consider subjects so grave; but he would 
never shrink from giving judgment upon any matter which came before 
him—at the same time, others would have to take the responsibility. He 
had not as yet come to a conclusion ; but it was unfair (he would not say 
dishonest) in the bank to draw back as they had done, and then rush at 
priority. He wished to know what moral right the bank had to lend Mr. 
Dent a single cash under the deed of incorporation. He would, however, 
defer judgment. 


The following, on a proposal that the United States should 
acquire a “concession ” at Woosing, is from the China Mail ;— 


When adverting in a late issue to American interests in China, we noted 
the confirmation which had been given to belfevers in American desire for 
annexation by some recent official acts. We had not then noticed a com« 
munication, signed by General James L. Kiernan, and addressed to the 
Editor of the San Francisco Bulletin, and the manner in which our own 
suppositions are verified by this document is somewhat curious. We re. 
produce the letter in full below, as it bears upon a matter of considerable 
importance to British interests in China. The Consul advocates the acqui- 
sition of Woosung in a manner which would totally change forcign relations 
with China if carried out. According to the policy at present pursued there 
has been a tacit understanding between all the Treaty Powers, that, no 
matter what steps are taken as to establishing “ settlements,” no territorial 
acquisition shall be made by any one of them. That France has long 
desired to free herself from this well understood, if unwritten, agreement 
is no secret; it remains to be seen whether the United States will also 
pronounce against the present line of policy, which has hitherto, as re- 
gards France at all events, been maintained solely by the uncompromising 
attitude assumed by Great Britain. During Mr. Wade's tenure of office 
as Charge @ Affaires, he more than once positively instructed Consular 
Officers, that the word “concession” as applied to the ground occu- 
pied by British residents, was not to be used. French officials still use 
the words “ Concession Francaise,” and have thus maintained a silent pro- 
test against the views of Great Britain, although it has been hitherto 
understood that the French Government has acceded to our expressed de- 
sire to avoid the assumption of direct Imperial authority over the Jand 
occupied by its subjects. If, however, the United States Government 
should decide upon “acquiring ” Woosung the thin end of the wedge will 
have been inserted, and, as we can do no more than protest, the matter 
really rests with the American Government, which certainly has the 
means, both monetary and political, of attaining any such end. One 
thing is certain, that if the “ acquisition” of Woosung by the United States 
becomes an accomplished fact, France will immediately follow suit, and 
Great Britian must then, in self-defence, assume a responsibility from 
which she now shrinks. We cannot say that we regret the prospect thus 
opened up, as we see in 8 British “ protectorate” of various points upon 
the coast the best means of eventually benefiting the empire. But we can- 
not but urge upon the British Government the desirability of coming to 
some clear understanding upon the matter with other Treaty Dowers, or it 
will find itself ignominiously,“ left out,in the cold ” as regards any negotia- 
tions which may take place, and the time has passed whe n a “ protest” 
from Great Britain carried the weight of something more than a mere ex- 
pression of opinion. 


The following is the letter to which we refer. 
It is headed— 


The italics are our own. 
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AmERICAN FoorHotp in CarxA—Carp From GEN. KIERNAN. 

Eprror Butvetin.—In your issue of the 11th instant I notice an 
editorial headed ‘‘ American Foothold in China,” in which you advocate 
the acquisition of Woosung by the United States as a colony in the same 
manner in which the British hold Hong Kong. From my experience as 
Consul in China, I earnestly endorse your advocacy, and believe that Woo- 
sung, from its topographical position, is the place which for our mercan- 
tile and other interests should be acquired. It is the tongue of land at the 
junction of the Yangtz-te and Whangpoo rivers, fourteen miles nearer the 
sea than Shanghai. The heaviest freighted vessels can at any time come 
and anchor there, which they cannot do at Shanghai, on account of the 
“bar” between Woosung and that place. Being at the junction of the 
Great River and the Whang-poo, it would anticipate Shanghai in the way 
of trade, while all such advantages which Shanghai now possesses could be 
transferred thence by a railroad long talked of, and which, by land, would 
be only seven miles long. 

The objections that we want no territory outside the United States is 
practically refuted in our purchase of Alaska and our attempted purchase 
of the Bay of Samana, &c. Therefore, why not acquire Woosung, which, 
for our future commerce, is infinitely of more importance than either ? Its 
acquisition will be really our first foothold in the East—the first effort for 
commercial preponderance there, and a simple duty which the United States 
owea te the metropolis of the Pacific. 

In my “ Notes on China,” published in your paper, I advocated the ac- 
quisition of Woosung several montis ago. I am pleased to sce that in your 
desire for the welfare of the country, and appreciating the future greatness 
of San Francisco, you second my views, and now, through you, I call on 
the merchants of this city to take immediate action, and by their inflaence 
on Congress, shortly to reassemble, to secure this most important ‘ foot- 
hold” in China. 

We have a representative there now, the Hon. Anson Barlinghame, tho, 
I know from my own experience, can effect more with the Chinese Govern- 
ment than any other foreign representative, and who would most ably and 
effectually carry out the wishes and interests of the country as conveyed 
to him.—Yours respectfully,

We must take the liberty of doubting General Kiernan’s assertion as to 
Mr. Barlinghame’s power with the Chinese Government. Qn the contrary, 
we can positively state that individually the American Minister was able 
to effect less without the aid of his colleagues than the ministers of either 
England, France, or Russia. That he accomplished what he did was chiefly 
that his sincere cordiality as regarded British interests assured him of the 
British representative's support in most questions, and that in those which 
did not concern us he was at liberty tu act as he saw fit, having no oppo- 
sition to dread on the part of his colleagues, who were not ill pleased at 
his taking the onus of inducing fresh concessions. It was far different 
from the other treaty powers, whose arms hitherto have been so dependent 
upon their mutual interests that the act of one affected all. That the 
British minister is the chief, if not only, supporter of the new mission is 
significant, and we may add that we are confidently assured that the 
matter was under discussion at the British Legation before Mr. Burling- 
game even received the offer he has accepted.

sent by his Majesty the King of Siam to his foreign friends in 
Siam and elsewhere :— 

S.P. P. M. Monckut, called in Siamese ‘' Phra-Chomklau chao-yubua,” 
in Magadhi, or language of Pali, *\Siamikanam Maha Rajab,” in Latin 
“ Rex Siamensium,” in French “Le Roi de Siam,” in English “ The King 
of Siam,” and in Malayan “ Rajah Maha Pasah,” &c., begs to present his 
respectful and regardful compliments and congratulations in happy lives 
during immediately last year, and wishes the continuing thereof during 
the commencing New Year, and ensuing and succeeding many yeurs, to his 
foreign friends, both now in Siam, namely, the functionary and acting 
Consuls and consular officers of various distinguished nations in treaty 
power with Siam, and certain foreign persons under our salary, in service 
in any manner here, and several gentlemen and ladies who are resident in 
Siam in various stations, namely, the priests preachers of religion, masters 
and mistresses of schools, workmen and merchants, &c., and now abroad 
in various foreign countries and ports, who are our noble and common 
friends, acquainted either by ever having had correspondences mutually 
with us soe time, or ever had friendly personal interview with us some 
time, at anywhere and remaining in our friendly remembrance or mutual 
remembrance, and whosoever are in service to us as our consuls, vice-con- 
suls and consular assistants, in various foreign ports. Let them know our 
remembrance and good wishes toward them all. Whereas this very day 
is known generally in Europe as the first day of the month of January, 
in Anno Christi 1868, the first day of the New Year, which is known by 
us in our native astronomical system as the day of Sdasiti sonkrant or 
Daxin Basu sonkrant—the day in which the sun crosses that part of Eclip- 
tic in which part the sun’s diameter was largest for the sun being lowest 
or nearest to the earth on that very day in the vear; so that this very day 
was remarked by us in like manner of the 1st January of Europeans, 
always{corresponding to the day of the Sdasiti sonkrant or Daxin Basu son- 
rant to us. Though we are not Christians the forenamed king was glad 
to arrive this day in his valued life, as being the 23,085th day of his age, 
during which he was aged 63 years and three months, and being the 
6,067th day of his reign, during which he reigned upon his kingdom 16 
years and 8 months up to the current month. In like manner he was 
very glad to see and know and hope for all his Royal family, kindred and 
friends of both native and foreign, living near and far to him had arrived 
to this very remarkable anniversary of the commencement of solar year in 
Anno Christi 1868, which is, in Syamese astronomical system, the year 
4,969th of the Kaliyug, which will be added on, being elapsed of 48 days 
hereafter, and being of the Chinindial civil era 1229, which will be added 
to be 1230 on being elapsed of 103 days hereafter. In their all being 
healthy and well-living like himself, he begs to express his royal congratu-

Solar date of 1st of January, -Anno Christi 1868, which may be called 18th 
year, or, in fact, the 6,076th day, of reign of the fourth Sovereiguty in the 
present royal dynasty upon the Siamese kingdom. 





FIRE AT FOOCHOW. 


Telegrams received via Calcutta, dated Hong Kong 21st Feb., 
report an extensive fire at Foochow, in which it is said that the 
premises of Messrs. Gilman and Co., Holliday, Wise and Co., 
and Russell and Co., are said to have been partially destroyed. 
The total loss is stated at £40,000, of which £1C,000 falls on 
the Imperial Assurance Company, £10,000 on the London, and 
$70,000 on the China Fire Insurance Company. The reports 
are somewhat obscure ; one telegram, received by Messrs, Gil- 
man and Co.’s agent in London, is in these terms :—

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


YokoHaMA AND SHANGHaI.—Our advices from these ports are of no 
later dates than those received by the French mail. 

Cantox.—Hardiy any business had been done in consequence of 
China New Year, but operations were likely to be resumed after the holi- 
days. Some 900 piculs of common lead have been sold at $7.40 to 7.45, 
leaving on stock 2,100 piculs. Quicksilver, 40 flasks at $72 to 78.50; 
stock, 40 flasks, 

Hone Konc.—The China New Year having intervened since. last 
mail, a small business had been done, at prices which show some decline 
on previous quotations. Now that the holidays were nearly over, a brisk 
trade was looked for, although heavy arrivals by the Ajax, Chinnel Queen, 
Albert Victor, and Sophie, may prevent any advance on current rates. 
Cotton Yarn remained very quiet, the large quantities on the spot, and 
expected, had completcly paralysed the market; and until some of the 
heavy stock was worked off, the downward tendency must prevail. 
Woollens: There was little or nothing doing, any inquiry that 
did exist having completely subsided. Raw Cotton: Some few 
sales of Bengal staple were reported, at somewhat better prices, 
and should the imports from India continue on a moderate scale, there 
ought to be a further advance. as stocks were far from excessive. 
The quotations were :—Cotton Yarn, per picul, No. 16 to 24, $125 to 
132 50: No. 28 to 32, 2159 to 155; No. 38 to 42, $160 to 165. Shirt- 
ings, Grey, 7 Ibs. piece, 72.40 to 245 ; 8.4 lbs., $2.87 to 8; 9.10 to 9.12 
Ibs., $3.90 to 4.25. Shirtings, White, 52 to 56 reed, $2.40 to 2.45 ; 64 10 
66 reed, $2.90 to 3.20; 63 to 72 reed, $3.20 to 875. T-Cloths, 6 to 
6.12 Ibs., 32 in., $1.90 to 1.95; 7 lbs. $2.85 to 2.40; 8 Ibs., 36 in., 
3.10. Shirtings, White Spotted, $3.20 to 3 25. Shirtings, Dyed, $4.10 to 
4.20. Turkey Red Shirtings, 3 lbs., $2.80 to 3. 
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CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
TEA. 

.Foochow.—Congou: Settlements had been continued on a more 
limited scale in consequence of the short supply. The Teas generally 
being of very inferior quality, the decrease in value obtained was greater 
than can be expressed by the quotations annexed, which show only a slight 
advance in price. Abcut 1,000 chests had come forward, and it is pro- 
bable that there are not above ],000 to 1,500 chests to arrive from the in- 
terior. Souchong: Several small chops of very inferior quality had changed 
bands. Oolongs: About 7,000 half-chests had been taken, principally for 
shipment to America. 3,000 half-chests had been added to the stock, 
and about 1,000 packages are reported to be close at hand. Scented Teas : 
There had been no transactions. The sales had amounted to 5,210 chests 
Congous, 518 chests common Souchong, and 7,041 half-chests Oolongs. 
The quotations (in short taels) were :—Dust and broken leaf Congou, 
taels 6 to 13; ordinary common, taels 13 to 15; good common, taels 16 to 
17; light favoury, taels 18; Souchong, taels 14.5 to 17.5 ; common to good 
Oolong, taels 13 to 20.5. 

CanTon.— Settlements of Country Congou had been 4 chops at rates 
ranging between Tls. 17 to Tls. 22}. Prices were looked upon as fully 1 
to 2 Ts. higher than last home values for Teas of similar quality. It was 
reported that the bulk of the remaining chops were offered for, but resulted 
in no business—buyers were generally inclined to advance the rate | tael. 
Stock consisted of 11 chops, against same period last season 32 chops. 
Some inquiry had been made for District Congous at previous prices, 
owing to the high rates demanded for Country descriptions. Nothing 
desirable was to be bad. A good demand was made early in the fortnight 
for Scented Teas and Canton-made Greens, at slightly easier prices, 
which may be accounted for by holders being anxious to realise previous 
to the holidays. Quotations are as follows :—Country Congous, Tls. 17 
to 22.2.5; Canton District Congous, Tis. 17 to 20; Scented Orange 
Pekoe, Tis. 15.5 to 21; Scented Caper, Tls. 17 to 22; Canton Greens : 
Gunpowder, Tis. 11.5 to 17; do., Imperial, Tls. 21 to 23. 

. BILK. 

CanTon.— Owing to the China New Year holidays yery little business 
has beendone. There was a fair stock nf Short-reels on the market, with 
a good proportion of really fine silk. Long-reels, say Loonkongs and 
and Cumchuks, were firmly held at exorbitant prices notwithstanding the 
absence of inquiry on the part of foreigners. In Re-reeled but little had 
been done in medium kinds; fine to finest have been purchased at 
moderate prices. It was expected that silkmen would be easier in their 
asking prices as soon as business was resumed. The stock was estimated 
at 100 Eales Loongkongs, 250 bales Tsatlee reels, 100 bales ‘Kowkongs, 
200 bales Cumchuks, Lucktows, &c. Quotations were as follows :—

Excnancr.—A slight improvement has taken place during the past 
fortnight in sterling exchange. At the commencement of business for the 
outgoing mail, credits at six months’ sight were sold at 4s. 33d. This con- 
tinued to be the quotation for some days, and most of the paper offered on 
the market obtained that rate, while some bills were even sold at 4s. 34d. 
At present, however, sales cannot be effected at these rates, and business 
has been done at 4s. 4d. It is to be feared that this improvement, slight 
as it is, is only of a temporary character, and caused by the unusually 
small demand for sterling remittance during the past few days. The es- 
timated amount of business by the present opportunity includes about 
£370,000 sterling, say £110,000 bank paper, and £260,000 private bills, 
and four lahks rupees. 

Bullion.—Since the departure of last mail no Bar Silver has been re- 
ceived, and no transactions of any moment have taken place, the quotation 
may still be given as 11} per cent. premium. A parcel of Canton Sycee 
has been placed at 9} per cent. premium, but there is now none in the 
market. A small business has been done. 

Shares.—There has been only a limited amount of business doing in 
Shares during the past fortnight. Old Bank are eagerly sought after, 
and the price has advanced to 10 per cent. prem., at which there are large 
buyers but no sellers; they close very firm at this rate. A good many 
large lots of New Bank have been fixed at 1 per cent. prem., and some 
sales have been made at 4 per cent. prem., but there are now buyers at 
the latter rate. About 80 Hotel Shares have changed hands at 57 per 
cent. discount, but there are no more sellers at this rate. There are sellers 
of both old and new Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock at 25 and 15 per 
cent. prem. respectively, and of Union Dock at 20 per cent. discount, 
Steamboat may be had at 18 per cent. discount, and a few are on offer at

PARLIAMENT. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS, 
THE TREATY OF TIENTSIN. 

(6th.) Mr. Ossorne asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether he would lay before the House copies of memorials addressed to 
Her Majesty’s representative in China on the Treaty of Tientsin by Eng- 
lish Chambers of Commerce and mercantile firms in China and despatches 
of Her Majesty’s envoy and ebief superintendent consuls in China on the 
treaty and its revision. 

Lord Srantey: With regard to copies of the memorials there is ne 
objection to produce them. They have been already promised, and will 
be ready in a few days. But the despatches are communications from 
the consuls, which, being still under consideration, cannot be produced at 
present. 

THE MALTA MAILS, 

(9th.) Sir G. Bowyer asked whether the Government would consider 
the delay which would be caused by the new mode of transmitting the 
mails to Malta. 

Mr. Sciarer-Booru said the Government had already taken into con- 
sideration the delay occasioned in the transmission of the mails to Malta 
in consequence of the new arrangements with the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Packet Company. The Postmaster-General had arranged that, in 
addition to the Saturday’s mail from Southampton, a mail should be de- 
spatched on Tuesday, which would reach Malta in seven days, He was 
not aware what arrangement could be more convenient. 

THE CHINESE EMBASSY, 

(9th.) Mr. Osnorne asked the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs if 
the appointment by the Chinese Government of Mr, John M’Leavy Brown 
(described in the Foreign-office List as Assistant Chinese Secretary of the 
English Embassy in China) to the post of assistant colleague of Mr. Bur- 
linghame, the new Chinese Ambassador, had been made with the con- 
currence of the English Envoy and Chief Superintendent in China; and if 
such appointment had received the sanction of Her Majesty’s Principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs; and if Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment intend to enter into negotiations with Mr. Burlinghame, as chief re- 
presentative of the Chinese Embassy so appointed, respecting the Treaty 
of Tientsin. 

Lord STantey said the appointment in question was made with the 
concurrence of the British Minister in China. It was made in the first 
instance on Mr. Burlinghame’s own responsibility, bat upon the matter 
being reported to him he had no hesitation, under all the circumstances of 
the case, in approving the steps taken. With regard to the latter part of 
the question, he could only say he was not aware at present what his in- 
structions were ; but if he arrived, as he presumed he would, duly accredited 
as the representative of China, he should be prepared to enter into ne- 
gotiations and discussions with him on all matters affecting the Chinese 
Empire.

Caress Stavery 1n Cuna.—There are 40,000 Chinese slaves in Cuba’ 
says the New York Times, and the new importations are constantly and 
rapidly augmenting their numbers. We call them slaves. They are really 
such, Their bondage only lasts for eight years, and in this respect differs 
from the modern slavery of the African race, but in other respects their 
slavery is as rigorous as it well could be. The nature of their treatment 
and labour, their absolute subjection to their masters, and the other con- 
ditions of their servitude, are such as to make it impossible to regard them 
as free labourers, or as anything else than slaves. Cuba has been compelled 
to resort to this system of slavery because of the stoppage of the African 
slave trade, which until a late day has supplied the island with labour. 
So enormous are the demands of Cuba for labourers,—so great are the 
profits of the planters from the employment of enforced labour in the 
raising of sugar, coffee and tobacco, and in preparing them for the markets 
of the world, that, when it ceased to be possible to obtain slaves from Africa, 
they were compelled to find them elsewhere. China opened just as Africa 
closed, and the work of importing the new stock was at once actively begun. 
The supply was unlimited, and many of the old African traders at once 
changed the field of their operations, and went into the new Chinese busi- 
ness. Instead of the demand being as yet satisfied, however, it is now 
greater than ever, and 1,000,000 of Chinamen would find eager masters 
on the moment of their arrival in the island. How they are induced to 
leave their native country, how they are dealt with after they get to Cuba, 
how they are worked till death relieves them, and, finally, how they are 
thrown into trenches and wrought up into compost, would form a dark 
piece of history. The Chinese slaves in Cuba are found to be far inferior 
to the African slaves on the heavy work of the plantations, but greatly 
superior as labourers in the great manufactories and in all employments 
requiring a certain amount of nimbleness, skill and perseverance. Hence, 
large numbers of them are employed in the great establishments 
in the city of Havana. No one who has ascen these places but will 
admit the workers are a wretched-looking Jot, while their remarkable 
efficiency is well understood by their employers. It would not be 
surprising if in twenty years the Chinese slaves of Cuba outnumbered 
all the other inhabitants of the island. They certainly would do s0 if 
women were included among the importations, and if a considerable 
number of the men did not return to their native land at the close of their 
terms of bondage. But it is only males who are brought over, and there 
is little mixture between the Chinese and other races on the island. As it 
is, however, they are rapidly increasing, and their condition and career 
must be a problem for the future to solve. 


AzoriGInes or Formosa.—Mr. Whyte, Commissioner of Customs at 
Takow, Formosa, sends in his report of 1867 some account of the savages 
of that island. This aboriginal race is now of two classes, the subdued 
andthe unsubdued. The latter having intermarried with the Chinese and 
adopted their habits and customs, but preserving their own former lan- 
guage, are made the medium of communication with the unsubdued in- 
habitants of the hill country, about forty-five miles north-east of Takow. 
Once every eight days these savages and the Chinese, accompanied by some 
of the half-castes as interpreters, resort to a stated place on the border, 
where the Chinese barter iron and salt against dye, rice (superior to any 
other grown on the island), hemp, tobacco, and sweet potatoes. No 
Chinese ever ventures alone into the interior, and no savage crosses the 
border; in both cases death would follow detection. Foreigners, however, 
are received in the interior with friendliness and hospitality. ‘The unsub- 
dued savages are described as well-knit, agile men, with dark complexions, 
delicate features, and black hair and eyes, the latter (unlike those of the 
Chinese) being large and round. Every household is well supplied with 
bows, arrows, and muskets, and the face of the country is so bold and 
precipitous that they need no walls or fortifications as a defence against 
invasion. Of the origin of this people the Commissioner says nothing 
certain can be ascertained; they are unlike the Chineso in every respect, 
and more resemble the Malays in appearance than the natives of any other 
country. Their country is well supplied with game. They are gradually 
being absorbed among the Chinese, into whose hands it is hoped this 
richest part of Formosa will ultimately fall, leading to the development of 
mineral and other resources of vast extent. 


Tur Avusrrtax ExrEDITION To THE Far East. —The Vienna cor- 
respondent of the Standard says, An instance of the inveterate dislike of 
the Hungarians to anything like community of action with Austria was 
shown in the sitting of the delegations held there on the 3rd inst. In 
discussing the naval budget the question was put whether Hungary would 
take part in the projected scientific mercantile expedition to eastern Asia. 
“Poor Hungary,” such was the answer, ‘has no money for such things, 
and, moreover, has no interest in voting money in order that the Austrian 
flag msy wave on foreign seas.” It isin these last words lies the real 
motive for non-participation, and not want of funds. If Austria bad 
offered to hoist the Hungarian flag at the maintop of the vessel going out 
to China and Japan, to furnish it with German scholars and men of 
science, whose Teutonic surnames she had first translated into Hungarian, 
as the Hungarians themselves are so fond of doing when a bit of glory ig 
to be got by it, and, paying all the expenses, Jeft Mungary to reimburse 
her ally when it should be convenient—which would be at the Greek 
Calends—then Hungary would have been delighted, and we should not 
have heard a syllable about her being so‘ poor.” The Hungarians, how- 
ever, have since found reason to doubt the profundity of the wisdom of 
the speaker on the Asiatic expedition above quoted. M. Overbeck, the 
Austrian Consul in Canton, is at present in Vienna, and from him it has 
been learned that for somo time both the Chinese and Japanese employ 
corn flour in considerable quantities as an article of food, not confining 
themselves any longer, as was formerly the case, to the use of rice and rice 
flour only. This information has modified very considerably the resolution 
the Hungarians had come to of not participating in any way in the 
Austrian expedition to Eastern Asia, and asa fair prospect of finding a 
new market for their grain thus opens before them, they have given up 
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their original intention of holding back. ‘Poor Hungary” will now 
share in the undertaking, and even though it be the fag of Austria, which 
by this means will wave on foreign seas, 


CovontAL APPOINTMENTS.—The Daily News complains of the colonial 
appointments of the present Government. First of all, Mr. Pope Hennessy 
was entrusted with the Government of Labuan after his failure to regain 
a seat in Parliament. Next, the Earl of Belmore was made Governor of 
New South Wales ; and now Sir James E|phinstone, defeated at the last 
general election in his attempt again to represent Portsmouth, is an- 
nounced as Governor of Tasmania, all three being partisans of the prevent 
Tory Government ; while there are several ex-governors who, after spend- 
ing years in the prime of life as representatives of their sovereign in dis- 
tant colonics at salaries which barely satisfied the cost of living in their 
Governments, are now reduced to inactivity, without beiag entitled, under 
the present state of the law, to retiring pensions, and who are anxious to 
be re-employed. In answer to their applications for further employment 
these gentlemen are, it is understood, told that their cases and pretensisns 
are not forgotten; but that opportunities for re-appointment are scarce ; 
that the Colonial Office is endeavouring when possible to consolidate 
Colonial Governments, and that in due time their reasonable hopes may 
be gratitied. Meanwhile, however, they are condemned to see new men 
foisted at once into the greater rewards of the Colonial Office; their past 
services disregarded, and a slight thereby cast on their characters. The 
consequences of this conduct are. that profound dissatisfaction is creeping 
into the Colonial service, that the spring and motive for exertion are being 
weakened, and that no one knows on what principle the appointments 
of the Colonial department will henceforth be governed. The right use 
of patronage and appointment never was a strong point in Tory Govern- 
ment, and all that has been gained of late years under Liberal rule is now, 
it is clear, in danger. Only lately in the Court of Chancery a barrister of 
very ordinary capacity was raised to the appellate bench over persons of 
the highest eminence. Sons of two Cabinet Ministers have been made 
inspectors of fisheries and of factories. A few weeks ago an artillery 
officer was converted intv an inspector of the poor law. The new Finance 
Minister for India is entirely without experience in finance. In the course 
of the present, or early next, year the Vice-Royalty of India will become 
vacant, and for it two members of the Cabinet are publicly gaid, in Tory 
journals, to be raising pretensions. 

Exptorations In RusstAn-AMERICA.—Mr. Frederick Whymper, an 
artist long connected with the late Russo-American Telegraph Expedition, 
has recently returned to London, and js, we believe, shortly to lay before 
the Geographical Society some notes of travel in Russian-America. That 
territory, so recently acquired by the United States Government, and re- 
christened by them “ Alaska” (sometimes ‘“ Aliaska,” and occasionally 
“ Walrus-sia”!) is virtually an unknown country, and any contribution 
to our better knowledge of it should be welcome. In 1866-7 Mr. Whym- 
per made a sledge journey—mainly by a land route—from Norton Sound, 
Bering Sea, to the Youkon River, wintering on its banks at Nulato, the 
most interior Russian post. In the spring he proceeded in a “ baidarre,” 
or skin-boat, up the Youkon, 600 miles, to a Hudson's Bay Company's 
Fort, at the confluence of the Porcupine or Rat River, and then de- 
scended its course to the sea, a distance of 1,200 miles. The Youkon 
(known by the Russians as the ‘ Kwichpak’’) was found to be an im- 
mense stream, often opening out into shallow lagoons, and almost any- 
where on its lower portion a mile to a mile and a-half wide. From 
explorations made by other members of the same expedition, we learn 
that it is navigable for 1,800 miles, and passes mainly through a wooded 
country. It is frozea up for seven and a-half to eight months of the 
year, and has in summer a very rapid carrent. Its most northern point 
iz in about latitude 66 deg. N., and it need hardly be said that an Arctic 
climate exists. A temperature of 58 deg. Fah., or 90 deg. below freezing, 
was the lowest cold experienced. The summer, as in Greenland, was in- 
tensely warm. Dwelling on its banks were found some eight or nine 
native tribes, varying from a people near the coast, resembling Esqui- 
maux, to representatives of the buckskin-clothed, much bedaubed, and 
highly-ornamented Indians of the interior. On the Youkon few of the 
natives have ever tasted “ fire-water,” and they only see traders once a 
year. Thoy are in consequence a decidedly original and unsophisticated 
people. 

Tux MancHEesteR MARKETS.—Messrs. Alexr. Collie and Co., in their 
Monthly Price Current, dated 13th March, state :—" We have to report an 
active state of business in cotton and goods during the past month. With 
short periods of excitement and depression alternating, the tendency of 
prices has upon the whole been upwards, and at the moment of writing for 
the mail, quotations for our chief staples are at the highcst point they have 
yet touched. There has undoubtedly been a large amount of buying in 
anticipation of future wants, and prices have to some extent been in- 
fluenced by these operations. There have also been some purely speculative 
purchases, which have further strenzthened the market, but the activity 
has arisen mainly from a healthy and legitimate demand. The accounts 
from most of the Eastern markets are exceedingly good. With the single 
exception of Batavia, the stocks in first and second hands are in no case 
excessive, and in the great leading markets, such as Calcutta and Bombay, 
the supplies on hand are remarkably small,—smaller even than at any 
period, during the cotton famine from 1862 to 1866. This fact has en- 
couraged buyers for the East to anticipate the growing demand in these 
markets by operating very frecly during the past three or four months. 
The home trade, too, has been exceedingly brisk, and we estimate that it is 
taking off at the present moment a moiety of the total production of our 
looms. In the business of the month Shirtings have fizured for the largest 
share, all widths and weights being equally in favour in proportion tu their 
usual scale of production. Long Cloths have attracted little attention. 
T-Cloths have been freely dealt in. Madapollams are in very great request, 
and are well engaged for future delivery. Grey Printers share 
in the demand and are scarce. Jacconets and Mulls have been 
largely inquired for, and the latter have advanced in value a 
greater per centage than any other other article in the market. In Yarna 
avery large advance has taken place, particularly in the lower numbers, 
and a fair business has been done in them at a shade under the 
quotations.” é

THE CHINA MISSION. 


IN our record of Parliamentary proccedings there is one para 
graph that will excite both astonishmentand disgust in the minds 
of our readers. We refer to the announcement made by Lord 
STaNLey in the House of Commons that he had approved the 
appointment of Mr. Joun McLeavy Brown as member of Mr, 
BuriincHame’s Embassy, and that he was prepared to enter 
into negotiations or discussions with Mr. BURLINGdAME (should 
his credentials prove authentic) on “ all matters affecting the 
“Chinese Empire.” In ur opinion a more fatal error could 
hardly have been committed. By this hastily-given pledge— 
which it will be impossible hereafter to withdraw—Lord SranLey 
has virtually bound himself to accept just such a settlement of the 
Treaty revision question as Mr. BURLINGHAME may have autho- 
rity to offer. The process of revision is removed from the spot 
where alone it could be effectually carried out, and the responsi- 
bility that should rightfully devolve on our Minister at Peking, is 
removed from his shoulders. Whatever concessions Lord Sraniry 
may make to the ‘Chinese Empire,” as represented by Mr, Bur- 
LINGHAME, must of course be faithfully carried out 3 on the other 
hand, whatever und ertaking Mr. BURLINGHAME may enter into on 
behalf of his slippery clients, will inevitably be treated by them as 
waste paper whenever they find, or fancy, that their interests will 
be served by such a course. This BURLINGHAME mission, too, 
comes to us asa second-hand affair, The Ambassador visits the 
United States first, so that wkatever arrangements the American 
Government may see fit to make with the citizen they are receiv- 
ing in the guise of a foreign envoy, will serve as a precedent for 
his proposals to our own Government ; and as all questions to 
be discussed must necessarily be regarded by Mr. BURLINGHAME 
from an American point of view, any negotiations into which we 
enter with him cannot fail to be influenced accordingly. It will 
be observed, too, that Lord Sranugy, when asked to produce 
copies of the memorials and despatches regarding the revision of 
the Treaty, refused the latter, on the ground that they were “ still 
under “ consideration.” This strengthens the supposition that 
the subject is being “ considered ” here instead of at Peking—to 
what purpose we cannot understand. Had Lord Stantey, in his 
reply to Mr. OsBorng, said that “ Her Maszsty’s Government 
“ would welcome the coming mission as an evidence of the good 
“ feeling of China towards this country, and would negotiate 
“ with Mr, BoRLINGHAME on all matters excepting the revision 
“of the Treaty, which must take place at Peking,” all would 
have been well. But as it is, the Foreign Secretary stands 
committed to a course of action that can, we fear, end in 
nothing but discomfiture. He has evidently been persuaded, 
by representations from Peking, to accede to Propositions that 
he would, if left to his own unbiassed judgment, have rejected 
with contempt.

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GUNBOATS FOR CHINA. 

Ir will be remembered that in the Navy Estimates of last 
year a certain sum was appropriated for the construction of 
twin screw composite gunboats for service in the China Sea. 
Some wise economists—notably Mr. CHILpErs, Mr. STANSFIELD, 
and Colonel Sykes—opposcd the item as an extravagant one; 
this elicited a Ministerial explanation to the fact that piracy 
was on the increase in China waters, owing to the slowness and 
inefficiency of our gunboats there, and that the ten new, fast, 
und powerful vessels were necessary to replace them, and thus 
Secure adequate protection for our commerce. To a certain ex- 
tent the views of the reformers found favour in the eyes of the 
House, and the number was ultimately cut down to eight ; 
these eight however, were promptly commenced, and we have 
from time to time recorded, with much satisfaction, the 
progress made with “the new gunboats for service in 
“ China.” Some have already been launched, and have made 
satisfactory trial trips ; others are said to be nearly ready, and 
an Admiralty order was lately issued to the effect that some 
six or cight of them were to be ready for commission by the 
Ist of April. It is with no little disappointment that we 
state that at present there is little chance that any of these 
will find their way to their legitimate destination. That they 
have been specially built for the China station there can be 
no doubt ; but on making inquiries regarding their despatch, 
we are informed that none of the gun-vessels lately launched, 
or now building, are intended specially for China; that they 
will be commissioned as they aro ready, for any station where 
they may be required ; and that there is no present intention 
to despatch any of them to China! This seems almost incre- 
dible ; it appears nevertheless to be a fact, and we must add, 
one that is most unaccountable on the part of the Admiralty.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 


THE accounts respecting the progress of the work of dredging 
out the great canal are very contradictory ; on the one hand, 
we are told that the soil has been found to be full of stones 
which break the buckets and render the work slow and trouble- 
some, while on the other it is stated that 30 dredging machines 
are in full work, that since the beginning of the present year 
the excavations have amounted to at least two millions of tons, 
and that the ship canal may be expected to be opened about 
the end of 1869. In the meantime, official accounts have 
appeared of the amount of traffic on the small canal during 
the present year, the receipts being given as follows :—

It is calculated that the receipts of the last two months will 
have curried the amount to 1,500,000f. (£60,000). These 
results have obtained from a tariff reduced 33 per cent. as 
compared with the charges made in 1866. It is stated that 
the English Government sent no less than 19,000 cases of 
stores to the Suez Hospital for the use of the Abyssinian 
expedition by this route, and that the Messageries Imperiales 
and the Peninsular and Oriental Company avail themselves of 
it for the transport of coal to Suez.

THE DEATH OF MRS, JARDINE. 

Ir is with the deepest regret that we have to record the 
death of Mrs, Janprve, wife of Rosert J ARDINE, Esq., M.P., and 
head of the firm of Messrs, JARDINE, MaTHEson, and Co., China. 
This melancholy event took place on the 7th inst., in the twenty- 
first year of her age, about six weeks after the birth of a son and 
heir. The deceased, Margarer Sevon, was daughter of JoHN 
Bucuanan Hamizroy, Esq., of Lerry. The marriage rejoicings, 
our readers will remember, attracted considerable attention, for 
the bride was much beloved and esteemed in her native home. 
Her loss to the neighbourhood was considered of much im- 
portance, especially among the poorer classes, who occu- 
pied much of her attention. Hard indeed is it to bow to 
the will of Providence in removing her from this world ; for 
@ more happy and useful marriage seemed impossible. Both 
husband and wife possessed all those virtues calculated to pro- 
duce happiness in themselves and all around them, Nothing 
Was wanting; they possessed ample means and hearts 
that could feel for the wants of _their fellow creatures, 
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It may truly be recorded as one of the most painful and me- 
lancholy bereavements ever inflicted. Ono consolation does 
remain—and nota light one—that her Christian life in this 
world has doubtless secured for her a place in heaven. In the 
words of the poet Lyte, we may say :— 
“Swift to its close ebbs out life’s little day ; 
Earth's joys grow dim, its glories pass away. 

The remains of the deceased Jady have been removed to the 
home of her childhood in Dumfriesshire, and the burial will take 
place to-morrow (the 14th inst.) In our noxt issue we shall 
give an account of the funeral. 


WESTERN CHINA. 

An Indian correspondent of The Times gives an interesting 
account of the steps now being taken to open up the trade 
with Western China. He states that the Bhamo expedition, 
through the Shan Khakyea country to Talifoo, capital of the 
Panthays, in South-\WVestern China, left Mandalay on the 13th 
of January. The King lent Captain Sladen and the members 
one of his steamers, but the Irrawaddy is so low at this season 
that they would probably have to take to boats, At Bhamo, 
mules were ready for them. After spending the large sum of 
32,800r., the route advocated by Messrs. Sprye, and surveyed 
to our frontier, has been most properly abaudoned. The survey 
was forced on the Government of India, in opposition to its 
better judgment, by Lord Cranborne, who himself yielded to 
pressure which Sir C. Wood long intelligently resisted. What- 
ever be the result of the expedition, they are on the old caravan 
route by which the trade of South-Western China has found 
its way to Pegu and the Bay of Bengal for centuries. Nothing 
more has been heard of the French expedition up the Cam- 
bodia, which left Saigon nineteen months ago; but corre- 
spondents in Upper Burmah believe that it has gone to the 
highest possible point up the Cambodia, and thence crossed by 
the caravan route to the Yang-tse-kiang, down which it will 
sail to Shanghai. Meanwhile, the authorities of British Bur- 
mah have made a most important proposal—to construct a 
railway from Rangoon up the left bank of the Manaddy, 180 
miles, to the large city of Prome, A trunk road is being made, at 
any rate, and the work might be utilised. This is the highway 
to the frontier at Thyetmyo, to Mandalay, Bhamo, and China. 
For local purposes the line is required; and it would pass 
through the most fertile and populous part of Pegu. But it 
would prove the first section of the true line, for tapping the 
trade of Sechuen woyld be to the Manadely and China what 
the East India line is to the Ganges and the North-West. Now 
that the Government of India has committed itself to a noble 
project of guaranteed railway extension, British Burmah should 
have its share, and this line would be made in a district where 
timber is inexhaustible, and only one big bridge, tho Hlyne, is 
required. 


LAUNCH OF A STEAMER FOR CHINA. 

On Tuesday, the 10th inst., there was launched from Messrs. 
Hatz, RusseExt, and Co.’s building yard a screw steamer for the 
trade on the coast of China of the following dimensions :— 
Length between perpendiculars, 220 feet ; breadth of beam, 31 
feet 6 inches ; depth of hold, 22 feet 9 inches ; builder’s mea- 
surement, 1,440 tons. She is fitted with a pair of direct acting 
condensing engines of 170-horse power nominal, capable of 
working up to 600, having extra large boilers with all the 
modern appliances for saving fuel. Sheis constructed of iron, 
with decks and fittings of teak wood, and has a spar deck fore 
and aft. Her saloon aud ‘tween deck accommodation will be 
fitted with due regard to efficient ventilation, which is so ne- 
cessary to the climate and trade in which she is to be employed, 
and will accommodate 20 first, 40 second, and 250 third-class 
passengers ; leaving the entire of the lower hold for cargo, for 
the loading and discharging of which there are two steam 
winches fitted on thespar deck. She will be brig-rigged, and 
fitted with the latest improvements for striking yards and masts, 
and reflects the greatest credit on her builders. 

She is owned by Dovatas, Larraik and Co., and is intended 
as @ consort to the screw steamer Douglas, which was built in 
the same yard some time ago, and proves very successful. She 
is to be commanded by Captain SHErrerp. The launch was

work, which has been in the press six years. It has been issued 
in parts, the fourth of which is now in our hands. The cditor 
still promises a valuable addition in a translation of the famous 
grammar of Rodriguez, and a geographical vocabulary, compiled 
by Mr. F. V. Dickins, author of Z'ranslutions of Japanese Odes. 
Theso latter portions are to be speedily forthcoming, and will 
form a separate volume. The dictionary is now completed, and 
makes a large volume in imperial octavo. It is remarkably well 
printed. The Japancse words are given in a bold black type, 
with the same in Katakana also. 

The original work is a curiosity of literature, having been 
published first in Japan, in Portuguese and Latin, and afterwards 


in Manila, in Spanish, in the former case by the missionaries 
of the Society of Jesus, and in the latter by a Dominican monk.

LETTER FROM MR. BURLINGHAME. 

The State Department at Washington has received the follow- 
ing letter from Mr Burlinghame, dated Shanghai, Dec. 11, 
1867 :— 

S1r,—You will have learned from my telegram from Peking of my ap- 
pointment by the Chinese Government as envoy to the Treaty Powers, and 
of my acceptance of the same. The facts in relation to the appointment 
are as follows: I was on the Percipy, proceeding to the treaty ports of 
China to ascertain what changes our citizens desired to have made in the 
treaties, provided a revision should be determined upon, after which it was 
my intention to resign and gohome. The knowledge of this coming to the 
Chinese, Prince Kung gave a farewell dinner, at which great regret was 
expressed at my resolution to leave China, and urgent requests made that 
I would, like Sir Frederick Bruce, state China's difficulties, and inform the 
Treaty Powers of their sincere desire to be friendly and progressive. This 
I cheerfully promised to do. During the conversation Wensiung, a leading 
man of the empire, said—‘* Why will you not represent us officially?” I 
repulsed the suggestion playfully, and the conversation passed to other 
topics. Subsequently I was informed that the Chinese were most desirous, 
and a request was made through Mr. Brown, Chinese Secretary of the 
British Legation, that I should delay my departure for a few days, until a 
propoaition could be submitted to me. I had no further conversation with 
them until the proposition was made in form, requesting me to act for them 
as ambassador to all the Treaty Powers. I had in the interim thought 
anxiously upon the subject, and after consultation with my friends, deter- 
mined, in the interests of our country and civilisation, to accept. The 
moment the position was formally tendered, I informed my colleagues of 
all the facts, and am happy to say that they approved of the action of 
the Chinese, and did all they could to forward the interests of the mission. 
J. M‘Leary Brown, late Chinese Secretary of the British Legation, was 
persuaded in the common interest to act as first secretary to the mission, 
and Mr. Dechamps, a French gentleman, who had accompanied Fing on a 
visit to Europe, was selected as second secretary. Two Chinese gentlemen 
of the highest rank were selected from the Foreign-office to conduct the 
Chinese correspondence and as couriers. My suite will number about 30 
persons. I shall leave for the United States by the return steamer for 
California. I limit myself in this note to the above brief history of the 
mission, reserving my reason for accepting it to a personal interview at 
Washington. I may be permitted to add, that when the oldest nation in 
the world, containing one-third of the human race, seeks for the first time 
to come into relations with the West, and requests the youngest nation 
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through its representative to act as a medium of such charge, the mission 
is one not to be solicited or rejected. Dr. L. Wells Williams, for the sixth 
time, bas been left in charge of the United States Legation in China, and 
is in every respect competent to conduct its affairs. Vermit me to request 
the Government most earnestly not to name my successor until I can give 
it information, which may be useful in making a selection.—I have the 
honour to be, Sir, your obedient servant. Anson BuRLINGHAME.

LETTERS ON THE CHINA MISSION. 

A letter on the subject of the Burlinghame Mission, which 
was sent to the editor of the North China Daily News for pub- 
lication, but was refused insertion by the Editor on the grounds 
that there were expressions in it “‘ which might offend Mr. Bur- 
linghame personally,” has been printed for private circulation. 
The writer states that “ he has taken the question up on purely 
public grounds, and has merely expressed in plain, unvarnished 
English a very wide-spread feeling of dissatisfaction at Mr. Bur- 
linghame’s present appointment.” 


81r,—I have been looking anxiously during the past week for an ex- 
pression of opinion in the Shanghai press on Mr. Burlinghame’s appoint- 
ment as Chinese Ambassador tu Europe, but up to the present both the 
press and the public have been silent. Is it possible that the news has 
been 80 unexpected, so very unlooked for, that we have not yet had time 
to weigh its import and estimate its value? It may be perhaps that the 
jutelligence has been of such a startling nature that the foreign community 
has for the most part hesitated in attaching credit to it, and even those of 
them who did believe it looked upon the affair as one of those curious 
Oriental mysteries, the solution of which would require considerable time 
andinformation, A mystery it certainly is—an Aladdin’s wonder in this 
land of wonders—a myatitication and a puzzle, the clue to which it is not 
easy to obtain. 

The question suggests itself at the outset—what can be the origin and 
what the object of this movement on the part of the Chinese ? Has it been 
the spontaneous offspring of their own thought—having its birth in the 
mind of some enlightened native official, some statesman who is in advance 
of bis age and is prepared to adopt Western ideas of progress and reform ?— 
or ig it the scheme of some subtle European brain who sees in it a means 
of furthering bis own interests and, it may be, of conferring 2 tithe of gucd 
on the empire at large? We are told in the published explanation of the 
affair that the scheme was suddcaly and unexpectedly proposed to Mr. Bur- 
linghame by Wen Ta-Jén at a banquet given him by the Chinese Minister 
shortly before his departure from Peking. And from reading his apparently 
semi-official communication in the North China Daily News of the 11th 
inst., it would seem as if the foreign world at Peking were taken by surprise 
at the project. 

T could as well believe, however, that the scheme was the spontaneous 
conception of a Chinaman, as that a Chinaman would of his own accord 
suggest the establishment of a Foreign-office at Peking under the entire 
control and management of foreigners. To an impartial, unprejudiced 
mind there is very Jittle spontaneity in the affair. A Chinese official would 
be about the last man in the universe to whom such an idea would sug- 
gest itself. Embassies in our sense of the word are very rare indeed in 
the history of this country—owing to the fact that the Government ad- 
mits of no equal amongst foreign States, and it is therefore quite incre- 
dible to any one who has the least acquaintance with the people, that a 
foreign embassy, entirely under forcign control and management, should 
be the spontaneous suggestion of a Chinaman. 

To my mind there is but one source from which this attractive looking 
project of a mission to Europe could have its origin, and that is from the 
fertile brain of the Inspector General of Maritime Customs. Since Bir. 
Hart has taken up his permanent residence at Peking he has been gradually 
working his way into influence both amongst foreign and native officials. 
His progress has been quiet and stealthy, but not the less steady and cer- 
tain. Without the assumption of any importance he has gradually gained 
a hold over the native mind, and his position is now so secure amongst 
the governing boards that he has positively become a power in the capita). 
Very little of importance in connection with foreign affairs is now trans- 
acted at Peking in which Mr. Hart has not got a potential voice. Of 
course he never appears in such matters; is never put forward as the os- 
teneible adviser or originator. Possibly he finds it safer to move the wires 
and wield the power from behind the scenes than to run the risk of being 
connected with measures which might prove to be a failure, and would 
probably entail considerable odium. That he has managed, however, to 
obtain very considerable influence, and mix himself up with State politics, 
is undeniable. The foreign representatives must feel that he is now a 
power amongst them, and a power the more dangerous from the fact that 
he never openly appears in connection with the affairs of the Government, 
and is irresponsible for their failure. The Rusyian is the only European 
Power that bas hitherto kept aloof from his schemes. He worked hard for 
a foreign Customs establishment in Mongolia, but M. Viangali quietly set 
his face against it, and the project fell through. 

I am afraid that Mr. Hart is too much for our Ministers at Peking. 
He js apparently master of the situation in the north at present, and in no 
iostance so completely as in the appointment cf Mr. Burlinghame. It is a 
fine thing to be Inspector-General of Maritime Customs and draw an enor- 
mous salary of £20,000 to £50,000 a year, but it would be much more 
gratifying if there were something else to fall back upon after a few years 
—some such post for example as that of permapept Ambassador to Eurcpe. 
This would be a post worth working for; a position to which it would be 
pleasant for an Inspector-General to retire when he shall have made his 
fortune in China. Should the present mission turn out a failure, and the 
European Courts refuse to receive Mr. Burlinghame—there the matter 
ends and no harm is done as far as Mr. Hart is concerned. Ile bas never 
appeared and cannot of course be made responsible. Under such circum- 
stances Mr. Burlinghame will become the scapegoat, and he will baye to 
bear the brunt of disaster. If, on the conirary, the mission should proye 
to be @ success and be well received in Euzope, then jthe thin 
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end of the wedge has been inserted. Mr. Burlinghame returns to 
China; he is feted and thanked and rewarded. He has played his part, 
however; done what was required of him, and he must now make way for 
other actors. Within a few years of Mr. Burlinghame’s retirement another 
mission to Europe will be projected, and Mr. Hart will retire as permanent 
Chinese Ambassador on a salary of £10,000 a vear! 

This is not a very noble role for the United States Minister to play, but 
I fear it is the one that Mr. Burlinghame is just now performing. 

Hlere the question naturally suggests.itself—whether or not it is advisa- 
ble for the foreign Ministers to permit of Mr. IIart’s permanent residence at 
Peking, and to encourage the growth of that influence which he is acquiring 
over the Chinese mind. When the Treaty of Tientsin stipulated that 
British subjects were to be at liberty to assist the Chinese in the collection 
of Maritime Customs, wasit in the contemplation of either of the contract- 
ing parties that such collectors of Customs were to become the political 
advisers of the Chinese? Lord Elgin scarcely contemplated, I should 
fancy, such an unusual metamorphosis as the transmutation of a revenue 
collector into a political power at Peking—a power the more dangerous 
for being intangible and irresponsible, and one that may at any time 
nullify the action of the Ministers themselves. If Mr. Hart be a col- 
lector of castoms—let him be so: but then, where is the necessity for the 
permanent residence at the capital? If he unites the character of politi- 
cian with his other duties, let such be clearly understood, and let his 
position be recognised and defined by the foreign Powers and the Chinese 
Government. Until some such arrangement is made he may at any time 
prove an impediment and an obstacle at a critical moment of our inter- 
national relations. 

But to returnto Mr. Burlinghame. Admitting for a moment that his 
mission is a purely Chinese idea, we are at once led to inquire as to what 
its object may be. If it has reference solely to the revision of the Treaty, 
then it must mean either of two things—viz., that the Chinese are pre- 
pared to adopt progressive measures, or are on the contrary inclined to 
retrograde or stand still. If progress be the import of the mission, there 
is no need for Mr. Burlingbame; the Chinese authorities here will find the 
representatives of the foreign Powers only too happy to welcome any steps 
in advance. There is no necessity for an intermediate in a case such ag 
this; a concession wiil come with better grace from their own lips, and 
will be the more readily accepted as genuine and sincere. If, however, as 
is highly probable, the mission implies a retrograde movement, an effort 
on the part of the Chinese to stay the actiun of the Treaty Powers, as the 
Japanese did with regard to the opening of Ozaka some three years ago, 
then we must look upon Mr. Burlinghame merely as a special pleader—a 
mercerary (I use the word in no derogatory sense) paid for his services, 
and employed by a feeble and impotent Giovernment to try and extort from 
the European Powers that which they themselves despair of obtaining 
from the indulgence of the foreign representatives in China. Whether 
Mr. Burlinghame and his mission will be received in Europe under such 
circumstances is questionable in the extreme, What have the home 
Governments to do with interlopers or special pleaders of this description ? 
Great Britain and France and Prussia ought to be able to conduct their 
own affairs direct with the Chinese Government without the intevention 
of go-betweens. Cannot our Minister (British) manage the affairs of 
Her Majesty’s Government in China without reference to Mr. Hart or 
Mr. Burlinghame 2? What have they to do with our international rela- 
tions? Is the policy of England to be at the mercy of overy adventurer 
in the country, whether he be an Inspector of Customs or a retiring 
American politician for whom notoriety is capitaP? Can the representa- 
tive of the (Jucen sugyest no nobler role for the nation than that of pan- 
dering to the vanity or ambition of political schemers? I fear that we 
have fallen upon evil times; the reins of Government are in weak hands; 
a Minister of the Crown now finds it more profitable to sit quietly and 
accept events for peace and comfort, than to influence them as bas been 
the wont of our countrymen in other times. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the home Government will see Mr. 
Burlinghame’s mission from the true point of view, and refuse to Tecognise 
it. It will be a lesson to political schemers in China when the head of the 
present mission is told that Great Britain will have nothing to do with 
him; that he had better confine himself to his own affairs ; and that when 
we have to revise a treaty or transact other business with the Chinese 
Government we can do so without the intervention of any foreign meddlers.

THE OPIUM TRADE, 
The Calcutta correspondent of The Times has the following 
remarks on the cultivation and export of opium to China ;— 


The state of the case js this. China will bave opium, just as England 
will have gin, and Scotland whisky. All facts go to show that the abuse 
of opium in China, while great, is by no mean3 equal to that of alcohol in 
Europe. The moral question is not whether China may be supplied with 
opium, but whether England, as a nation, as the ruling Power of India, 
ought, in its official aud national character, to grow, manufacture, and 
export the drug, the use of which, after two or three wars, hag beeo 
legalised in China. Yet this is the position of England at this 
moment in relation to three-fourths of the opium exported from India. 
I have taken the trouble of testing the arguments of the Bom- 
bay school—who say they are free from all such objections—and of the 
Bengal school—who are obstinate Conservatives—by studying the work- 
ing of both systems on the spot. ingland ought rather, jt is gaid, af 
once to cut all connexion with the monopoly system, by leaving the 
growth and manufacture of opium to the ordinary laws of supply and de- 
mand, and assume the only true position for a moral and Christian 
Government of putting on opiym the very highest duty it will bear, 80 as 
to reduce the abuse attending its consumption to a minimum. Now, in 
Bengal it is as responsible for the trade as any English distiller, or rather 
as Mr. Disraeli would be if he drew the revenue from a State monopoly of 
the (growth of malt and manufacture of alcohol. In Boinbay, oa 
the other ‘hand, England holds the unassailable position of the man 
who says, “ Opium is a natural gift, liable to abuse; China will have it and 
India will grow it. [ tax eyery chest of 112 lb. exported £60, to check 
the export and restrain the abuse.”

But this, at the worst, is the price which 
must be paid to get rid, not only of an intolerable and unusual responsi- 


bility of a national character—such as Russia even Iately shook off, but 
to secure permanence and even healthy increase in a branch of revenue 


which would be as steady as the Excise or Customs duties. Mr. Glad- 
stone himself could not calculate on his ways and means if he had 
to depend on opium, under the present Bengal system, for a sixth 
of his revenue. Much less can persons like Mr. Massey, who, 
with no Indian experience, have to depend on the fiscal policy of 
the very Government and Board of Revenue whose notions of politi- 
cal economy sacrificed Orissa, and who are bound up in the present 
system, with its vast establishments, which afford highly paid sinecures to 
the senior civilians pronounced incompetent for a judgeship. 

‘What are the facts? <Asto Bengal, I have gone through the poppy- 
fields of Shahalad and have witnessed every detail of the manufactare in 
the enormous godowns of Patna. Under 4 severe contract law, twice as 
penal as any that have ever been proposed for ordinary agricultural pro- 
duce and scouted by England, advances of money are annually made to 
the peasants of Behar, Benares, and elsewhere. The State lies out of 
these advances for a year, Its establishments of highly paid officials, and 
oppressive or collading native subordinates, supervise every detail—the 
preparation of the fields, the sowing, the weeding, the scraping of 
the capsules, the collection of the crude juice, its transit to the 
State factory, and its sale in Calcutta. Yet, in spite of its expensive 
establishments, smuggling is the rule. A large portion is left in the 
hands of the growers in an average year, and this is sold to men in the 
Calcutta Bazaar, whose agents bring it down in boats covered by onions, 
at once to conceal the drug and its smell, or in small bundles by railway. 
Last year a special detective agency was employed, and made alarming 
discoveries of this character. In the fields of Malwa, even under the 
gross misgovernment of native States, the cultivation and trade thrive, 
because they are on a healthy system of free trade, checked only by ex- 
cise duties. The peasant ploughs, pounds, and manures his fields the 
moment the rainy season closes. He, or his money-lender, manufactures 
a@ very pure opium after a very simple fashion, takes it to our 
Political Agency at Indore, pays his £60 a chest of 112 1b. gross, and 
receives his pass to Bombay, whence the chest is exported on the Poli- 
tical Agent’s passport. There is no reason why more than £60 a chest 
should not be taken high as that seems, If the growth and mannfacture 
were similarly free in Bengal, away from the abuses of native States, and 
with facilities of transit unknown in Central India, a better opium than 
at present would be prodaced by competition. Nor need the cultivation 
and manufacture be any more free and widespread than is the case with 
spirits here. A licence might be exacted on the cultivation within certain 
areas; the produce might be manufactured in a licensed factory, and the 
whole be worked as under the existing central distillery arrangement. 
The study of both the monopoly and excise systems on the spot convinces 
me that the former will not bear the light of day, and that the latter needs 
only a fair trial to prove a financial success, both in the amount and per- 
manence of the revenue, as well as its freedom from all moral and eco- 
nomical objections. The Secretary of State should call for Sir Charles 
Trevelyan’s minute, and the other papers extending from Sir R. Hamilton’s 
and Sir W. Muir’s proposals in 1856 to the present day. 





NAVAL AND MILITARY.

Some interesting practice took place st Shoeburyness last week in pre- 
sence of General Taylor, the Inspector-General of Artillery, who has been 
engaged for the last few days in carrying out his usual half-yearly inspec- 
tion of that station. The 9-inch muzzle-loading rifled gun was fired with 
its 250 lb. projectile at the Shoeburyness “ running deer,” which consists 
of a wooden target five feet square, mounted on a light carriage, which is 
dragged at a rapid pace over the sands by means of a team of horses and a 
long rope. On this occasion the target was at 1,000 yards, and ona given 
signal started across the sands at a trot, the gunners at the same time open- 
ing Gre on it with the 9-inch gun. Ten rounds were fired in a little under 
8} minutes, the practice being admirable. All the shots fell close to the 
target, two of them passing right through it. When it is considered that 
at this distance the 9-inch rifle gun is capable of sending a Palliser shell 
through any foreign ironclad at present afloat, and that a considerable 
number of these formidable weapons are available at this moment for our 
land and sea defences, such a proof of the accuracy and ease of working of 
the gun is extremely satisfactory. 

eunderstand that a Royal Commission is about to be appointed to 
inquire into the whole system of courts-martial. With, possibly, the ex- 
ception of the proceedings in the Ecclesiasticel Courts, there is no branch 
of our jurisprudence so complicated and unsatisfactory in its operation as 
our military law. Most of the prominent courts-martial of the last few 
years threw such discredit on the institution that our wonder is no previous 
Minister of War took the step which Sir John Pakington has now taken.

The Seagull, like her sister gunboat, the La 
wing, in the same yard, is built of wood with iron stringer plates on the 
beams, for the purpose of obtaining increased strength. Immediately 
after being launched the Seagull was removed into the basin, ready for 
being placed in dock, where her launching cleats will be taken off, and she 
will be coppered.

The rise in the Indian exchanges consequsnt, an the firm 
state of the cotton market has within the last day or two in- 
duced a domand for silver for the East. About £250,000 has 
been taken at 53. Ofd, to 5s. 1kd. for shipment to Bombay 
and Calcutta. 

It is noticed that there is Jess inclination amongst the foreign 
houses to take six months’ India and Chins bank bills, unless at 
a sensible increase upon the terms lately current, and from this 
it is inferred that a further advance in the rates is regarded by 
them as probable, 

The Peninsular and Oriental Company have made a reduction 
in their rate of freight for silver of 4 per cent. to Indja, and } 
per cent. to China and Japan, We think this ap unwiso step 
on the part of the company, as the difference will in gjl pro- 
bability go from the pockets of the shareholders into those of 
the importers of bullion. 

Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank shares have risen £3 103,, 
in consequence of the receipt of telegrams that a dividend of 
12 per cent. woyld be declared, after placing a Jarge sum to 
the reserve fund. 

The sale of the Labuan Coal-mines, with the plant, &., has 
been concluded for the sum of £7,500. 

The question of a regular mail communication with Penang 
is still agitated, and it has becn suggested that advantage gould 
be taken of the opium steamers now running between (Cal- 
cutta, the Straits, and China, as a means of aonveying English 
mails, not only to the Straits, but to China, as ail cor- 
respundence for Calcutta is now sent via Bombay, and the 
Straits by this route could be reached quicker than by Gaile. 
This would of course necessitate the fixing of the opium sales 
about a day or two before the due date of the mail from Kngs 
land. We hope the Indian Government will give attention te 
this question, as, independent of the service rendered to the 
Straits and China, it seems but rational that the opium sgleg 
and steamers should correspond with the arrival of mails from 
England. The matter should be taken up by the Straits Set- 
tlements Association. 

A large meeting of the creditors of Messrs. W. H. Smith 
Barry, and Co., who suspended on the 26th ult., has been held 
at the offices of Messrs. C. F. Kemp, Cannan, Ford, and Co., 
when a resolution was unanimously passed to place the estate 
under inspection, and three of the principal creditors’ were 
appointed inspectors. The debts are about £60,000, and the 
estate shows assets to pearly the same amount, but as these 
are chiefly in Indiasome time must elapse before the inspectors 
will be able to report the probable result to the creditors. 

The report of the National Bank of India (Limited), to be 
presented on the 16th inst., shows an available balance of 
£23,792, and recommends a dividend for the half-year at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per anoum, with a bonus of 1 per cent., 
and the appropriation of £2,200 to reserve, which will then 
amount to £32,200, leaving £3,064 to be carried forward 
The paid-up capital is £463,200, and the depositg held gre 
£709,568. 

Mr. Henry Rutter, encouraged by the success of his “ Bul- 
lion and Exchange Tables,” has published a set of “ Silk and 
Tea Tables” for the use of merchants in the China trade 
These possess a great advantage over those in which the 
charges are calculated at one maximum rate throughout, as 
Mr. Rutter gives tables based on various rates of charges, 
ranging from the highest to the lowest that are possible, so 
that his tables can never become obsolete from changes that 
may occur in the trade. The volume has been very neatly gof 
up by Mr. Effingham Wilson, Royal Exchange. 

A private meeting of shareholders {in Overend, Gurney, and 
Co. (limited) hag heen held to gppoint a committee to cany 
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on proceedings at common law to try the question as to the 
liability of the directors, and four of the sharcholders were 
accordingly nominated. 
BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

= The Board of Trade returns for January show a falling off 
of £534,154, or about 4 per cent., in the declared value of 
our exportations compared with those of the corresponding 
month of last year, and of about 14 per cent. compared with 
January, 1866. Much of this reduction is due to the fall in 
cotton, which has caused the actual business carried on to 
figure for a diminished amount, while in the quantity of goods 
manufactured and shipped there has actually been an increase. 
Thus, although the Manchester goods exported were 13 per cent. 
less in value than in the same month of last year, their quan- 
tity was 14 per cent. larger. In cotton yarns the transactions 
have been considerable, and they skow an increase of 25 per 
cent. in value and 55 per cent. in quantity. Among the other 
leading branches of industry iron and silk manufactures are 
alone on the favourable side. There has been an increase of 17 
per cent. in the former and 39 per cent. in thelatter. A de- 
crease is shown of 18 per cent. in haberdashery, 5 per cent. in 
hardware, 16 per cent. in linen manufactures, 8 per cent. in 
woollen yarns, and 16 per cent. in woollen goods. As regards 
the principal importations of the month, it appcars that the 
cotton landed was 193,174 cwt., against 147,032 in January, 
1867 ; and that the arrivals of wheat were 2,724,152 cwt., 
against 2,280,431 in January, 1867, more than half being from 
Russia and the United States, which figure respectively for 
nearly equal amounts.

The total nett loss sustained by the Company at the fire of the 28th November last in Hong Kong was 88,951.60 dollars. 

A sum of 63,000 dols. is now deposited with the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, bearing interest at the rate of 
(6 per cent.) six per cent. per annum. Eighteen shares have been allotted during the past year, and the capital account with the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank now stands at 81,000 dols. 

Although the position of the Company, as shown by the accounts, is highly satisfactory and would admit of the declaration of a 
dividend, the Committee are of opinion that in the permanent interests of the Shareholders it would be unwise to make a division of 
profits at present, and they therefore recommend that the whole amount be carried forward to new account.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR 1868. 


The Proprietor has made arrangements to run six couriers per month in May and June, in the 
event of delay in the transmission of telegrams by the Russian Telegraph Service. It may not be 
generally known that the delays during the last season were occasioned by the overflowing of the 
Rivers Irtisch, Obi, and Yenessei; upwards of 500 versts of Telegraph Line were swept away from 
time to time. As such inundations occur only once or twice in a century, the Proprietor hopes that 
the precaution he has taken will prove unnecessary. During the latter two months of last season 
the line worked very well, and Telegrams were delivered to and from Europe in 18 days; the 
average time being as follows :—

A courier having been killed by a fall from his horse last ycar, the telegram bag was lost, and 
has not yet been recovered. In order to prevent a recurrence of the inconvenience, it is the inten- 
tion of the Proprietor to open all telegrams addressed to his care, and forward duplicates by the 
subsequent courier to their respective addresses, unless he be specially notified to the contrary. 
The number of stations in Mongolia will be doubled this year. Contracts have been made to 
deliver telegrams between Kiachta and Tientsin in twelve days; the non-fulfilment of the contracts 
as to time entails a penalty upon the contractors of from 1 to 3 taels per hour (6s. to 18s.), thus 
giving a guarantee that delay will not occur. 


After the first two months of the season, which are the most severe as regards the climate, the 
contractors will reduce their contract time to ten days.
